AMARYLLIS  HYBRIDS 

Tremendous  strides  have  been  made  in  the 
development  and  improvement  of  Amaryllis,  in  the 
production  of  large  flowers  and  faster  growing 
plants.  They  will  bloom  several  times  a  year, 
bearing  blossoms  of  immense  size,  model  form  with 
a  surprising  range  of  color  from  pure  white  with 
delicate  markings  of  rosy  tints  to  the  magnificent 
dazzling  self  color  scarlets,  maroons  and  crimsons. 

In  cold  climates  where  there  are  no  green¬ 
house  facilities,  the  bulbs  may  be  dried  up  in  the 
fall  and  repotted  in  good  rich  soil  about  the  end 
of  November.  Kept  in  a  living  room  of  average 
warmth  they  should  flower  during  the  winter  with¬ 
in  five  or  six  weeks  after  planting. 

Amaryllis  may  be  planted  in  the  open  where 
the  ground  does  not  freeze.  Preferable  location  is 
on  the  south  side  of  a  house,  with  well  fertilized 
and  well  drained  soil  and  plenty  of  water  in  order 
to  give  forth  their  largest  blooms.  Soil  suitable  for 
geraniums  will  do  splendidly  for  Amaryllis.  If 
grown  in  a  glasshouse,  they  must  have  shade  from 
the  very  hot  sun.  Roots  only  must  be  placed  in  ^e 
ground  and  they  should  be  watered  only  when  the 
top  soil  is  dry.

“The  ordinary  Geraniums  have  shown  such  an 
increase  in  popularity  in  recent  years,  and  the 
information  about  them  has  been  of  such  meager 
character  that  we  have  felt  a  need  for  information 
on  this  increasingly  popular  subject.

The  original  habitat  of  the  Zonal  Geranium 
was  in  South  Africa.  The  climatic  conditions  of 
their  native  habitat  are  somewhat  similar  both  in 
rainfall  and  sunshine  to  that  experienced  in  Ber¬ 
keley  and  other  northern  California  localities. 

There  is  no  other  plant  that  requires  less  main¬ 
tenance  care,  less  fertilizer  and  less  water  than  the 
Geranium.  There  is  absolutely  no  other  plant 
which  will  glorify  your  garden  with  beautiful  flow¬ 
ers,  ranging  in  color  from  the  purest  white  to  the 

deepest  purple  shades  for  a  longer  period  of  conti¬ 
nued  bloom  than  the  Geranium.  In  San  Francisco 
we  know  of  instances  where  the  old  favorite,  Paul 
Crampel,  has  been  growing  for  upwards  of  twen¬ 
ty  years.  With  one  pruning  a  year  to  remove  the 
old  dead  wood  and  hard  growths,  it  has  always 
given  prolifically  of  its  great  scarlet  heads  of  flow¬ 
ers.  Never  has  it  been  affected  by  the  heavy  frosts 
which  periodically  touch  the  vicinity. 

To  enjoy  the  full  benefit  of  these  glories  of 
the  gardens,  make  it  a  point  to  obtain  sturdy, 
stocky  plants  which  do  not  have  too  long  a  space 
between  the  leaf  joints.  Next,  see  that  the  soil 
in  which  they  are  to  be  planted  has  been  well 
dug  or  tilled,  and  that  a  good  layer  of  steam  bone 
meal  is  worked  thoroughly  in  during  the  digging 
process.  Prepared  fertilizers  with  a  heavy  nitro¬ 
gen  content  and  organic  fertilizers  such  as  cow 
manure,  etc.,  are  best  dispensed  with.  In  very  sandy 
or  gravelly  soil,  however,  it  is  sometimes  good 
practice  to  incorporate  some  pulverized  Swedish 
Peat  to  insure  sufficient  humus  during  the  hot  dry 
weather.  Planting  in  shade  will  give  you  leggy 
plants. 

When  planting  out,  the  new  plants  should  be 
placed  half  an  inch  deeper  in  the  soil  than  they 
were  in  their  original  container.  See  that  the  root 
ball  is  not  broken  during  the  process  of  transplant¬ 
ing.  Because  of  this  damage,  it  is  best  to  obtain 
plants  grown  in  pots  rather  than  tin  cans.  Work 
the  soil  thoroughly  around  the  previous  root  ball 
and  then  apply  water  freely  so  that  the  surround¬ 
ing  soil  is  flooded.

PROPAGATION.  You  need  have  no  fear  that 
you  are  going  to  run  out  of  plants  of  your  favorite 
variety  if  when  you  prune  back  in  the  spring,  you 
leave  your  cuttings  out  to  dry  for  four  or  five  days. 
Then  cut  in  sections  at  every  third  joint  and  place 
firmly  in  sandy  soil,  watering  in  well.

PELARGONIUMS 

There  are  four  groups  of  pelargoniums: 

1.  The  zonal,  commonly  called  geraniums. 

2.  The  ivy  leaved  geraniums. 

3.  The  pelargoniums  or  Lady  (or  Martha) 

Washington  Geraniums. 

4.  Scented  leaved  geraniums. 

Pelargoniums  rank  high  among  our  most  beau¬ 
tiful  spring  and  summer  flowering  plants.  They 
offer  a  rich  and  varied  assortment  of  colors  and 
combinations.  The  demand  for  good  Pelargoniums 
is  always  increasing  and  we  have  kept  pace  with 
it,  our  comprehensive  collection  including  the  finest 
varieties  both  new  and  old.  They  are  large  flow¬ 
ered  and  bloom  freely.  When  well  grown  in  pots, 
they  make  splendid  specimens  and  if  carefully 
pinched  out  for  proper  shaping,  they  rival  azaleas 
in  beauty. 

Cuttings  may  be  taken  from  outdoor  stock 
plants  from  early  fall  to  spring.  Place  in  sand  im¬ 
mediately.  As  soon  as  thoroughly  calloused  and 
showing  roots,  pot.  Soil  for  potting  should  be  a 
pliable  loam  with  no  manure  or  fertilizer.  Use  only 
a  sprinkling  of  sand  and  peat.  After  the  cuttings 
are  potted  they  should  be  thoroughly  watered  im¬ 
mediately  and  watched  closely  so  as  not  to  allow 
them  to  wilt.  Do  not  water  again,  after  the  first 
time,  until  the  soil  is  dry.  Protection  from  the  sun 
and  wind  should  be  given  by  the  use  of  papers  for 
the  first  few  days  after  potting.  Use  shading  as  lit¬ 
tle  as  possible  and  just  enough  to  prevent  wilting. 
In  the  winter  no  shading  will  be  needed. 

When  rooted  shift  them  to  three  inch  pots, 
using  a  heavier  compost.  Add  to  this  a  four  inch 
pot  full  of  4-12-4  (Nitrogen,  Phosphorus,  Potas¬ 
sium)  fertilizer  with  each  two  bushels  soil.  Give 
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PELARGONIUMS 

the  plants  plenty  of  space  after  they  start  to  grow 
in  three  inch  and  larger  pots.  Crowded  plants  will 
be  tall  and  slender  and  an  invitation  to  disease  and 
insects.  Use  drainage  in  all  pots  4”  and  larger. 
Keep  the  young  plants  shifted  and  never  let  them 
get  pot  bound.  Be  careful  not  to  over- water  the 
plants  during  the  fall  and  winter,  and  never  water 
overhead  after  the  plants  are  shifted  to  larger  pots. 
By  running  the  plants  on  the  dry  side  when  in 
bloom,  the  flowers  will  hold  their  petals  better. 

Sometimes  pelargoniums  shatter  some  of  their 
petals.  Use  a  thin  glue  similar  to  the  kind  used  at 
the  express  office  for  sticking  labels  on  boxes.  With 
a  medicine  dropper,  put  about  two  drops  of  glue  in 
the  cup  of  each  flower.  This  will  glue  the  base  of 
the  petals  together  and  they  will  never  shatter. 
After  the  glue  dries,  it  can  hardly  be  seen. 

Keep  your  plants  in  a  healthy,  growing  con¬ 
dition  and  they  will  not  be  nearly  as  liable  to  in¬ 
festation.  There  is  no  reason  to  have  white  fly 
when  Cyanogas  is  so  simple  to  use.  Write  for  book¬ 
let  “Insect  control  with  CYANOGAS”,  American 
Cyanamid  &  Chemical  Corporation,  535  Fifth  Ave., 
New  York. 

For  mealy  bug  we  find  that  continuous  watch¬ 
ing  and  syringing  with  a  pressure  of  water  is  ef¬ 
fective. 

For  chewing  insects,  use  arsenate  of  lead. 

If  you  buy  clean  stock  and  fumigate  or  spray 
occasionally,  you  will  never  be  troubled  with  in¬ 
sects. 

DISEASES.  Leaf  spot,  caused  by  a  fungus,  is 
the  only  important  disease  of  pelargoniums.  It 
causes  a  yellowing  of  the  affected  foliage  and  usu¬ 
ally  begins  with  small  dark  spots  over  a  portion  of 
the  leaf.  Hand  picking  of  the  diseased  leaves  should 
be  practiced,  destroying  them  by  burning.  Wet  foli¬ 
age  will  spread  the  spot. 

We  recommend  pinching  or  topping  during 
November,  December  and  January  for  early  April 
blooming.  Usually  only  the  tips  should  be  pinched 
out  which  will  make  breaks  lower  down  and  form 
a  branched  plant.  Pinch  when  the  plant  is  in  active 
growth  between  pottings  and  not  at  the  time  of 
repotting. 

We  never  have  trouble  with  pelargoniums  be¬ 
coming  blind,  but  usually  the  cause  is  over-feeding 
with  nitrogenous  fertilizers.  Too  much  water  dur¬ 
ing  the  short  days,  too  warm  a  temperature  and 
overpotting  are  other  causes.

Fuchsias  are  essentially  moisture  and  shade 
loving  subjects.  The  original  species  from  which 
the  hybrids  listed  were  raised  are  natives  of  South 
and  Central  America — where  abundant  rainfall  oc¬ 
curs. 

Fuchsias  love  the  shade  and  moisture,  thus  are 
suitable  for  shady  locations,  such  as  the  north  side 
of  buildings,  under  trees,  etc.  They  grow  rapidly 
and  blossom  from  early  spring  until  late  autumn. 
They  may  be  grown  as  individual  specimens 
trained  as  standards,  pyramids,  suspended  in  bas¬ 
kets  or  espaliered  on  walls. 

Fuchsias  grow  with  great  rapidity  and  with  a 
minimum  of  care  become  beautifully  effective  ad¬ 
ditions  to  any  garden.  Because  they  are  heavy 
feeders,  we  advise  a  rich  soil  with  applications  of 
plant  food  from  time  to  time.  If  the  soil  is  poor, 
we  suggest  spading  in  and  mulching  with  well- 
rotted  cow  manure.  They  will  not  stand  an  outside 
temperature  of  less  than  20  degrees  F. 

Names  given  are  those  generally  accepted  for 
the  varieties  which  we  sell.  We  endeavor  to  give 
preference  to  the  name  given  to  the  variety  by  its 
originator. 

The  outside  envelope  of  the  Fuchsia  flower  be¬ 
yond  the  seed  pod  is  classified  by  two  terms.  Ad¬ 
jacent  to  the  seed  pod  comes  the  TUBE,  which  ter¬ 
minates  in  the  outspread  SEPALS.  The  inner  pet¬ 
als  or  “skirt”  is  described  as  the  COROLLA.
